The center's staff got a heavy 
workout last week because of an 
outbreak of iliness in Pennsylva- 
nia in which 27 persons have died 
of respiratory ailments after an

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Reprocessing an Alliance 


While Henry Kissinger and Pakistan's 
Frime Minister Bhutto were exchanging 
puns about reprocessing, the discussions in 
Lahore did in fact concern the reprocessing 
of an alliance. The key issue was, of course, 
Pakistan's intention of constructing a 
French-designed plant for reprocessing nu~- 
clear materials, 

The United States, fearing further pro- 
liferation of the nuclear bombs which it 
brought into the world, 31 years ago, prefers 
that such reprocessing be done by a muiti- 
national facility. which could exercise con- 
trol over the plutonium that is a. by-product 
of reviving the uranium rods fueling atomic 
plants, and which can be used for nuclear 
weapons. Pakistan argues that to have its 
own reprocessing plant would make its nu- 
clear energy program less dependent on 
outside sources of the fuel; it also feels that 
since India does its reprocessing—and makes 
its own bombs—-Pakistan should have equal 
rights in this department, even if it prom- 
ises not to make weapons. 

Iran, whieh was the target of a congres- 
sional report on the amount and kind of 
‘weapons purchased from the United States, 
has accepted the multinational idea. But 
Pakistan has hada special place in’ US. 
forelgn policy, almost since it came into 
being with the partition of the Indian sub- 
continent. The fact that Pakistan accepted, 
while India refused, U.S. military aid, was 
to set off 2 number of disputes within the 
United States over the U.S. role in this part 
of Asia—disputes which became critical 
when Pakistan and India fought over Kash- 
wir and Bangladesh. 


U.S. support for Pakistan was never com- 


plete—the famous expression “tilt,” which 
emerged from confidential executive dis- 


cussions in Washington in the wake of the 


Bangladesh fighting, expressed the position 
of the United States quite literally. It lean- 
ed toward Pakistan and supplied arms; 
during the war over the former East. Paki- 
stan, when India helped the Moslems there 
become independent, the primary U.5. con- 
cern was not Bangladesh, but 2 fear that 
the Indians would not stop there but move 
into west Pakistan.

The Taiwan Dilemma 


Οἱ his return from. a visit to China, Senate 
minority leader Hugh Scott reported grow- 
ing impatience there with the U.S. delay in 
fully “normalizing” relations, a step that 
Peking insists requires the United States to 
terminate its defense treaty 85 well as its 
diplomatic relations with Taiwan. 

Unofficial pressure of this Kind has in- 
ereased since the death Jast January of 
Premier Chon En-lai, who shelved the 
Tatwan issue in 1971-72 to open the way 
for rapprochement with the United States. 
But Sen. Scott found Chinese leaders still 
prepared to wait for the November election 
and the possibility of a new administration 
in Washington to negotiate the terms for 
full diplomatic relations, 2 course both 
President Ford and Jimmy Carter have 
indicated they intend to pursue. 


Tt will not be an easy negotiation. Pub- 
shed reports that Chinese officials are 
privately threatening to “liberate” Taiwan 
by military force could derail a solution 
indefinitely, if Peking publicly endorses this 
line. 


For two decades before 1971, the chief US. _ 


condition for recognition of Peking was a 
pledge to renounce force against Taiwan. 
In the interim compromise solution of 1972, 
expressed mainly in the Nixon-Chou En-lal 
Shanghal communiqué, the United States 
acknowledged that all Chinese on both sides 
of the Taiwan Strait maintain that Taiwan 
is part of China; but 10 asserted a U.S. 
interest in “a peaceful settlement” of the 
Taiwan question. Privately and publicly, 
Premier Chou En-lai made it elear that 
Peking saw no urgency in resolving the 
Issue. 


Peking asserted that “the liberation of 
Taiwan is China’s internal affair In which 
no other country has the right to interfere.” 
But the United States tacitly noted that 
China neither had nor was preparing the 
sealift or airlift for an invasion across the 
90-mile Taiwan Strait. 


The United States agreed to reduce and 
ultimately to withdraw its 9,000 troops on 
Taiwan; virtually all were there for Vietnam, 
Intelligence or ofher functions anyway 
rather than the island's defense, which 
depended on the Seventh Fleet and the 


continuing U.S. defense treaty. Diplomatic © 


relations with Taiwan continued; Washing- 
ton and Peking exchanged. lower-level “liai- 
son missions.” 

There is no major problem now in adopt- 
ing the so-called “Japanese formula”’— 


downgrading diplomatic relations with 


Taipei to achieve full diplomatic relations 
with Peking. Eight of Tatwan’s 10 main 
trading partners have done #0 without 
impeding trade or other relations, 


But Japan and Tatwan’s West European 
trading partners had no military arrange- 
ments with Tatwan; the U.S. commitment 
provided the stability needed to. keep Tai- 
wan's economy thriving.

Taiwan’s prosperity, its attraction to for- 
eign investors and the political future of 
14 million Talwanese, who don’t want to 
be under Communist rule, depend on its 
military security. The US. defense treaty 
cannot be abrogated, as Peking now de- 
mands, unless Peking refrains from open 
threats of force and tacitly accepts viable 
substitute arrangements. including con- 
tinued U.S. supply of arms for Taiwan's 
military forces and some less explicit uni- 
lateral U.S. commitment to Talwan’s defense. 

An insecure Tahwan, threatened by Peking, 
would be 2 source of tension or worse in 
Peking-Washington relations; its interest in 
acquiring nuclear weapons. now shelved, 
would revive and 1t might even invite Soviet 
pases. To normalize relations with the 
United States, it is in Peking’s Interest to 
accept the stabilization of Taiwan, shored 
up by U.S. ties.

U.S. Generalissimo? 


The House Armed Services Committee, 
apparently acting in the Bicentennial spirit, 


has decided to grant rélief for what it con- - 


siders an injustice committed in 1799. A 
majority voted to give Gen. Washington 2 
sixth star to allow him to outrank the First 
and Second World Wars’ five-star generals. 

In fact, it might require seven stars to 
fit Washington into such a historic table of 
organization. Gens. Marshall. Eisenhower, 
Bradley and MacArthur all became five-star 
generals with the title of “General of the 
Army.” But Gen. Pershing was called “Gen- 
eral of the Armies” which, theoretically. 
might have entitled him to a sixth star. 


Actually, Gen. Washington was named a 
Heutenant-general (three stars) only after 
he had retired from the White House to 
Mount Vernon. He actepted the honor on 
condition that it did ποὺ result in “any 
immediate charge upon the public.” 
Grandiose ranks of generalissimo and field 
marshal are sometimes self-conferred by 
dictators, former village tyrants, and lead- 
ers of assorted Ruritanias and Gilbert and 
Sullivan operas. We would suggest to the 
-full Congress that Gen. Washington’s mem- 


‘ory rests secure, “first im peace, first in 


war. first in the hearts of his countrymen.”

YERona, Italy WHT!.—The 

onion domes of the Kremlin 
and the more familar glories of 
Memphis and Thebes are sharing 
the vast spaces of the Verona 
Arena this year, with “Boris Go- 
dunov" and “Alda” as the large- 
scale spectacles of the 54th season 
of Europe's most durable outdoor 
opera enterprise. 

Considering the possibilities of 
Mussorgsky's music drama for 
spectacular effects and lavish sets 
and costumes, it is a little sur- 
prising that “Boris” has figured 
only twice before in the Verona 
seasons—in 1930 and 1952 for a 
total of nine performances.

On New Air Commerce Pact

Encountering a little boy who 
is hoarding his potato chips, Orr 
asks sharply, “Arent you going 
to share your chips?” The startled 
camper extends the bag. “No, not 
with me.” says Orr, “with your 
friend.” Meekly, the boy obeys, 

As he passes through the camp's 
kitchen, Orr hears a helper swear- 
ing over some spilled ketchup. He 
stops dead. “What was that? ΤΊ] 
have none of that around al 
he says. 

In the equipment shop om calls 
to a boy behind the counter. 


. “Glad to see you finally got some 


Chicago bags.” 

ΤῸ is more than eight months 
since the fifth operation on Orr's 
Jeft knee prematurely ended what 
was to be his last National Hock- 
ey League season with the Boston 
Bruips. He had spent a decade in 
the black and gold Bruins’ uni- 
form. One month from now he 
must test his scerred Imee for 
® new team, the Chicago Black 
Hawks. He: hasn't played in a 
game since Novy, 26, 1975, 

Time Will Tell 

‘Whether the knee will hold up 
for another season Orr can't say 
right now, But healing time is 
Tunning out. As it is, he will have 
to forego the opening of Team 
Canada's training camp tomor- 
row in Montreal. Still he hopes 
to play for the team in the Can- 
ada Cup international hockey 
tournament next month. Chicago's 
training camp begins Sept. 15. 

The ‘fact that the continuation 
of his ilustrious hockey career is 
resting on the healing powers of 
8 devastated Knee does not appear 
to trouble the 28-year-old Orr.

the immigration service, which 
seems to think we're bringing in 
too many Hispanic players.” ἢ 

Howard Baldwin, vice-president 
of the World Hockey Association, 
said hockey too is having “very 
pressing problems" with immigra- 
tion. 


‘When it comes to the importa- 
tion ΟΕ plagers, it becomes the 


. task of. the Department of Labor 


to determine that they are not 
taking jobs away from Amer- 
icans. It is then up to the U.S. 
sapueration Department to issue 


iso comsensus among sports 
officiais who testified was that 
the laws are too restrictive and 
often have ‘adverse financial and 
public relations effects on sports. 
Kuhn estimated there are about 
50 aliens in the major leagues 
and another 300 in the minors. 

Clarence Campbell, president of 
the National Hockey Léague, said 
about 95 per cent of the 300 NEL 
players are Canadians. Baldwin 
of the WHA put the Canadian 
Tigure at 85 per cent among the 
league's 200-plns players.

The situation brings baseball, 
hockey and soccer teams knock- 
ing on labor's door each year.

A Labor Department spokesman 
said he does not know of any 
tearos being denied their request- 
ed number of visas. 

But labor has to deternune 
whether Americans are being dis- 
placed by aliens. 8. decision the 
spokesman said, can best be made 
by the scouts and managers. 

To make sure Americans are 
given a fair chance in the selec- 
tion process, the department re- 
quires that tryonts be open to 
them. and that documents are 
prepared showing the development 
of the sport in this country. 

The establishment of minfmum 
salaries are also a key concern 
since labor does not want an alien 
to sign with a team at such a 
tow salary thet it will drive down 
the pay of American athietes iz 
the sport. 

After the number of aliens on 
each team is established, Iabor 
notifies immigration, which, in 
turn, notifies its 30 district offices. 
The offices notify the consulates 
overseas through the State De- 
partment and the consulates 
issue the visas. 

This is the point where the 
headaches begin, the labor byes 
man said. Generally. 
are admitted to the Conny aiid unee 
one of two forms of visas. Both 
Stipulate that the player is in 
the United States strictly for 
employment. 

The H~1 visa is issued to per- 
sens of outstanding merit and 
ability, the one accorded the 
majority of alien athletes. It is 
a temporary vise, covering the 
season from traming camp to 

playoffs. The player is then sup- 
posed to go home. 

The H-2 visa, also 2 temporary 
one, is for the less outstanding 
personnel, perhaps the untried 
player assigned to a farm club. 

Over the years, the labor 
spokesman said, the department 
has given almost blanket approval 
fo applicants for H-1 visas. “We 
don’t get involved with them,” he 
said. 

For α number -of years, they 
also tended to eveid involvement 
with the H-2 petitioners. But ἃ 
few years ago they became con-

Sex Bias Plaint 
Stirs U.S. to List 
Women Diplomats 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9 (AP). 
—The State Department, the tar- 
get of a discrimination suit, 
admits that there are not many 
women in the diplomatic corps 
but says that the number is tn- 
creasing. 

Statistics on the number of 
women diplomats were made 
available last week after the 
filing of a suit claiming that 
the department discriminates 
against women in hiring, promo- 
tion and assignments. 

The department said that 312 
women make up 9 per cent of a 
Foreign Service officer corps 
numbering 3,461 individuals. This 
is an tucrease of 3 per cent dur- 
ing the last decade, the depart- 
ment said. 

It also said that during 40 years, 
seven women career diplomats 
have served as U.S. ambassadors, 
Two others have been nominated 
recently and are awaiting con- 
tirmation. 

The suit, filed in U.S. District 
Court here, claimed disci'imina- 
tion in “all aspects of the per- 
sonnel system.” It asked the de- 
partment to disclose within 60 
days the standards for promo- 
tion and assignments. The suit 
was filed on bebalf of virtually 
all women officers in the depart- 
ment, as well as five specific in- 
Gividuals.
